The petition to set aside the ap- 
pointment of the Special Prosecutor 
recites his appointment was con- 
trary to law, claiming such an ap- 
pointee must be named for general 
rather than specific duties, It re- 
cites also the State’s Attorney’s of- 
fice was not notified in advance of 
the appointment; declares the of- 
fice contains three assistants, even 
though the State's Attorney is out 
of the State; and concludes that if 
his regular staff is enjoined from 
interfering with the track, then the 
Special Prosecutor automatically 
must be enjoined from doing so 
also. 

Informed of the. filing ' of 
Welch's motion, Judge Miller said: 
“In other words, the people are to 
be deprived of representation. 
Well, the State’s Attorney can just 
forget about it. The motion has 
no merit. Of course, it will have 
to be argued in court.” 

The motion will be heard by 
Judges Miller and Bernreuter, who 
appointed the special prosecutor. 

Contempt Charges Threatened. 

As the writs are served at the 
track tonight by one Deputy Sher- 
iff another deputy will note the 
names and addresses of those 
served, Sheriff Fitzgerald an- 
nounced. 

Judges Miller and Bernreuter an- 
nounced today that citations for 
contempt of court will be issued 
against officers or employes of the 
kennel club if they continue their 
activities at the dog racing track 
after service of writs of injunction. 

Although an injunction to cease 
operations immediately was issued 
yesterday by Judges Miller and 
Bernreuter, the races were run as 
usual last night unhampered by 
the appearance of two Madison 
County Deputy Sheriffs who served 
a writ on a bookkeeper in the ex- 
executive offices and three minor 
employes. 

The Judges had instructed Sher- 
iff Peter Fitzgerald at 2 p. m. to 
serve the papers by nightfall, but 
the deputies did not appear until 
about 9:30 p. ms as bets were be- 
ing placed for the fifth race in a 
card of 10. After serving Frank 
Fruch, the bookkeeper, they seated 
themselves in an inner office 
awaiting the appearance of Rich- 
ard S.. Wilder of Alton, president 
of the club, or other officers of the 
organization. The club officers did 
not appear and few in a crowd of 
about 10,000 persons knew the 
deputies were at the track. 

Ticket Sellers Not Served. 

The deputies made no. at- 
tempt to serve officials who were 
conducting the races, nor did they 
serve operators of the pari-mutuel 
booths. 

Additional writs rezain to be 
served today. C. C. Ellington of 
Alton, designated by Judges Bern? 
reuter and Miller as a Special 
State’s Attorney with Henry § B. 
Eaton of Edwardsville and Harry 
FF, Faulkner of Granite City as his 
assistants, said today it was not nec- 
essary téchnically to serve officers 
of the club to make the injunction 
effective. 

“One writ is as good as 100,” 
Ellington said, “but it is necessary 
to give formal notice of the injunc- 
tion to employes through the serv- 
ing of writs to make them Hable 
to contempt of court proceedings 
if they persist in their gctivities. 

“My course of action is sure, even 
if it should take a day or two to 
complete it. But it is certain that 
the dog track is going to close be- 
fore long.”’

$1,900,000 Vincent Kerens Award Reversed

Court states, “had the right’ to 
place in the trust congpany, as trus- 
tee, the power to determine when 
Vincent, ‘of his own free will and 
desire, had passed five consecutive 
years of continued sobriety and 
good behavior.’ Such determina- 
tion by it is final, unless such ac- 
tion is arbitrary. Good faith re- 
quires an honest effort to ascer- 
tain the facts, and honest determi- 
nation from the ascertained facts. 
If the trustee acted thus, there is 
no room for disturbing its conclu- 
sions because someone else might 
have made a more searching in- 
quiry, or might have thought the 
ascertained facts required a differ- 
ent result. 

“But if it knew of matters con- 
cerning which honesty would re- 
quire investigation, and failed to 
act, or if it knew of matters which 
would honestly compel a given de- 
termination, and it announced the 
contrary, it cannot be regarded as 
having exercised good faith, and 
its action would be arbitrary. 

“From early manhood, Vincent 
Kerens had been heavily addicted 
to intoxicants, to the point where 
the president of the trust company 
described him as ‘a drunkard.’ He 
had never engaged in any useful 
occupation, but lived on the bounty 
of his father. Repeated attempts 
of his father to reform him were 
unsuccessful, and because of this 
situation the property it was in- 
tended might go to him was placed 
in trust, and his income therefrom 
made relatively small, and the in- 
ducement to reform was inserted 
in the quoted provision from the 
will, 


Court Review of Case. 

“When his father died (Septem- 
ber, 1916), Vincent was about 39 
years old, and had shown no sign 
of reformation.” The Appellate 
Court then reviews his suit. to 
“construe” the will, which the 
Court holds was in fact an attempt 
to defeat its provisions as to him- 
self. This suit was decided ad- 
versely to Vincent Kerens by~ the 
Missouri Supreme Court in 1920. 

The court tells of the filing of 
four successive applications by Vin- 
cent Kerens with the trust com- 
pany for termination of the trust, 
the first in 1921, soon after the 
fifth anniversary of his father’s 
death. The trust company lumped 
these four applications and passed 
upon them adversely in May, 1925. 

“It is rather apparent,” the court 
says, “that a moving, if not a de- 
termining, réason for dismissal of 
these applications was something 
that occurred in Los Angeles in 
1920, and the resulting conduct of 
Vincent in reference thereto, and 
other conduct at the Statler and 
Terminal hotels in St. Louis in 
1922. 

“About April 16, 1920, he was 
arrested in the Woodward Hotel, 
Los Angeles, and a Mrs. Mae Linn 
was arrested at the same time. 
They were in adjoining hotel rooms, 
and the charge was that Kerens 
had brought Mrs. Linn from El 
Paso, Tex., for immoral purposes. 
They were held in the station over 
night, but after a conference of po- 


| lice officers with the United States 


Attorney, were released without 
prosecution. 

“Jan. 14, 1922, Vincent was found 
in the room of Mrs. Linn at the 
Statler Hotel, St. Louis, their rooms 
being a short distance apart on the 
same floor. There was evidence 
that he had been drinking. It was 
also represented to the trustee that 
there was information of Kerens 
and Mrs. Linn occupying adjoin- 
ing rooms at the Terminal Hotel 
about two weeks before. 

Kerens’ Explanation. 

“Knowing that the trust com- 
pany had information of the Los 


Angeles and Statler Hotel matter, 
Vincent filed affidavits intended 
to meet these situations. As to the 
Statler matter, he filed affidavits 
of himself and Mrs. Linn to the 
effect that at the time he was 
found in her room, he had gone 
there with another man merely for 
a visit to her, an old friend, whom 
he had found to be stopping at the 
hotel. 

“As to the Los Angeles incident, 
he filed his own affidavit and that 
of Mrs. R. E. Gara in support of 
his then pending application. These 
affidavits were filed only a short 
time before the beginning of the 
five-year period now under consid- 
eration, but their effect is.brought 
into that period by a sworn state- 
ment presented to the trustees July 
13, 1923, by Kerens. 

“In that sworn statement was 
made an answer to comments on 
this incident by an investigator for 
the trust company; and the affiant 
(Kerens) strongly insisted that the 
trustee should believe the affi- 
davits as to what occurred, rath- 
er than to eonsider the fact that 
no redress for this alleged outrage 
(the arrest in Los Angeles) was 
sought by Kerens or the woman. 

“Thus, at this later date, he is 
insisting that the trustee shall ac- 
cept these two affidavits, and this 
insistence is fortified by his oath 
thereto, ‘Thereafter, the trustee 
employed a detective agency to 
make a special investigation of the 
incident. The result was to show 
beyond any doubt that these affi- 
davits were false, and this fact was 
admitted on the trial below (in Dis- 
trict Court), and the trustee was 
convinced of the falsity. <A part 
of the proof was another affidavit 
by Mrs. Gara, to the effect that 
she was not the woman arrested, 
but that Mae Linn had befriended 
her, and had asked her to make 
an affidavit in connection with set- 
tlement of the estate of Mrs. Lind’s 
husband. When Mrs. Gara signed 


@ the affidavit, she did so without 


reading it, and supposing it to be 
as represented. : 


“Flimsy as Cobweb.” 

“An attempt was made to ex- 
tenuate this conduct in presenting 
the false affidavits, on the ground 
that Vincent wished to protect the 
name of Mrs. Linn, whom he sub- 
sequently married. This is as 
flimsy as cobweb. The obvious 
purpose was to deceive the trustee, 
because the trustee had informa- 
tion of his being in the company 
of Mrs. Linn at the Statler and 
Terminal hotels in St. Louis, and 
it would throw a very unfavorable 
light on the Los Angeles transac- 
tion if she were a party thereto.” 

The Appellate Court then turns 
to the circumstances under which 
Kerens divorced his first wife. It 
recites that Kerens and his first 
wife separated several years before 
the elder Kerens’ death, under an 
agreement by which she received 
$450 a month for herself and their 
daughter. “She was living at an 
address in New York, and Kerens 
knew where she was,’’ the Court 
says. 

“March 20, 1924, in Dallas 
County, Tex., he filed suit for di- 
vorce on the ground of desertion, 
and secured service by publication 
in a small newspaper at Garden 
City. May 13 a divorce was pro- 
cured. In such proceedings, Texas 
law requires that a statement of 
the case be filed. 

“In that statement, Kerens testi- 
fied that he had made a home for 
Mrs, Kerens in California after he 
returned from the World War, but 
that she refused to live wtih him. 

“About a week after the divorce, 
he married Mrs. Mae Linn.” 
Divorced Wife’s Charge of Fraud. 

The court then tells of the suit 
filed in Texas by the first Mrs. 
Kerens, to set aside the decree, on 
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charges of fraud and perjury, and 
on the further allegation’ that, 
when his petition was filed, Kerens 
had not been a resident of Dallas 
County for the length of time re- 
quired by the State law. The first 
Mra. Kerens, denying the _ state. 
ment that Kerens had provided a 
home in California for her, said 
that “at that very time he was in- 
dulging in drunkenness and de- 
bauchery, and living with another 
woman, whom he had taken from 
El Paso; and that in 1920-23, in- 
clusive, he lived with another 
woman, and in 1924, at the time 
of filing the divorce suit, he was 
living with thé said woman, and 
that the time of the divorce decree 
he was guilty of the same wrong.” 

The first Mrs. Kerens also 
charged that the purpose of the 
divorce was to enable Kerens to 
marry, and to deprive her of any 
possible future interest in the Ker- 
ens estate. : 

Settled for $400,000. 

Oct. 11, 1926, it is set forth, 
Kerens signed an agreement with 
his first wife, by which she was 
to receive $300,000 from him, con- 
tingent on the termination of the 
trust, and an additional $100,000 
trust fund for life. She dropped 
her suit and the divorce decree was 
declared final. 

“All this,” the Court says, “was 
known to the trustee (St. Louits 
Union Trust Co.) at the time it en- 
tered upon determination of Ker- 
ens’ application.” 

In his final application to the 

trust company, filed in January, 
1928, and covering the five years 
previous, Kerens gave a detailed 
narrative of his movements for the 
entire time, and presented about 60 
affidavits, signed statements and 
letters, all picturing his conduct in 
a favorable light. The trust com- 
pany appointed an attorney, Samuel 
B. McPheet2rs, to make an inves- 
tigation of the authenticity of these 
letters and other documents, and 
authorized him to travel in the 
course of his inqury. He inter- 
viewed the writers of the letters in 
St. Louis and Dallas, and wrote to 
others, or obtained information as 
to their trustworthiness. The re- 
sult of McPheeters’ inquiry was 
favorable to Kerens. Of this, the 
Appellate Court says: 
“Had the entire proof and knowl- 
edge of the trustee (St. Louis 
Union) consisted solely of this 
proof, there could be no hesitation 
in saying that Vincent had submit- 
ted a well-nigh perfect case. How- 
ever, that was not all the trustee 
knew. 

“What the Trustee Knew.” 
“It knew that Vincent had en- 
deavored to deceive the trustee by 
affidavits, admittedly false, filed 
shortly before the five-year period, 
the verity of which was insisted 
upon in his sworn statement al- 
most six months later. 
“It knew that he had secretly 
divorced his first wife, and had 
married the woman who was al- 
leged to have been his companion 
in some of his escapades. It knew 
that the first wife had filed a mo- 
tion in Texas, making most serious 
charges. 

“In short, the trustee knew that 
Vincent would not stop at false 
swearing to obtain the money; that 
he had attempted to deceive the

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BANK LAW REPEAL 


EFFECTIVE SEP. 14 


Missouri-Change Abolishes. Fel- 


ony Prosecution in In- . 
solvency Cases. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 3.— 
Although the 1931 Missouri Legis- 
lature made Httle changes in the 
criminal statutes, it did repeal one 
of the most far-reaching laws on 
the books governing offenses of 


pank officials. 

The statute repealed, effective 
Sept. 14, is one that made it pos- 
sibie to charge bank presidents, 
cashiers or directors with a felony 
for receiving deposits in a bank 
knowing it to be in an insolvent 
condition. The law even went so 
far as to provide that failure of 
a bank or trust company was prima 
facie evidence of knowledge on 
the bank official that the institu- 
tion was insolvent. 

Prosecutions Despite Change. 

An odd feature of the repeal of 
this law is the fact that since the 
bill was passed by the Legislature 
and signed by the Governor there 
have been several prosecutions un- 
der its provisions in various parts 
of the State. Those prosecutions 
were made possible because of the 
fact the bill repealing the law did 
not take effect until 90 days after 
final adjournment of the Legisla- 
ture. A number of bankers con- 
victed under its provisions will be 
serving terms in state prison here 
after the law under which they 
were punished is no longer in ef- 
fect. 

Senator Ralph Wammack, Dem- 
ocrat, of Bloomfield, who made a 
stirring fight for repeal of this 
law, declared it to be a “vicious 
and injurious” statute. He said 
that so long as it remained on the 
books banks would always have 
trouble in selecting boards of direc- 
tors without putting them in jeop- 
ardy. 

Often Before Supreme Court. 

Time and again the law was be- 
fore the Supreme Court on test 
cases involving convictions of 
bankers. It was repeatedly upheld, 
perhaps the only weakening on the 
part of the court was in holding 
officers must be shown to have 
had knowledge of the bank’s in- 
solvency. The court went so far 
as to hold in one case that re- 
ceiving separate deposits from dif- 
ferent persons constituted separate 
offenses. 

The fact that the law was s0 
frequently passed upon was said 
to be the reason for its favorite 
use by prosecuting attorneys and 
grand juries in cases involving 
bank officials.

granted by Federal Judge Davis 
this afternoon, while a conference 


aimed at settlement of the dairy 
farmers’ strike got under way at 
Springfield and reports of disor- 


'ders continued from various parts 
'of Illinois. 


Public and press were barred as 
Director of Agriculture Pierson 
and Chief Moody of Highway Po- 
lice began a hearing at Springfield 
on the causes of the controversy, 
announcing that they were at- 
tempting a peaceful settlement and 
would give out a statement at the 
close of the conference.

Most of us 
doubtless are aware of that fact. There are now 4000 
inmates in a building designed to house 2600. It is 
unnecessary to dwell upon the consequences of. such 
congestion. The condition is a reproach to the State. 
It must be remedied. Relief cannot be postponed. 
Our insane asylums are also overcrowded. 

The correction of those conditions, the Governor 
assures us, “is not a matter of increasing taxation; 
it is rather a matter of seeing to it that a fair share 
of the general revenue is applied to this purpose.” 
That can be done. The Governor tells us how it can 
be done. He proposes a budget system, “made man- 
datory by the Constitution,” under which expenses 
can be. kept within our income and excessive appro- 
priations avoided. Then we must reorganize our sys- 
tem of government. The present arrangement of 
six elective State officers, each independent of the 

thers, is archaic. Modern opinion, arrived at by 
costly experience, condemns it as inefficient. Mr. 
Caulfield believes the Governor should have control 
under the Constitution commensurate with his re- 
sponsibility, and recommends an amendment vesting 
that authority in the executive.

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PRIVATE INITIATIVE VS. PUBLIC WORKS. 

Only a vast program of expanding public works can 
forestall still further liquidation in wages and prices 
during the coming winter, in the opinion of Dr. Leo 
Wolman, professor of economics at Columbia Uni- 
versity and economist for the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers of America. “I believe the time has come,” 
he says, “to take some aggressive action to halt the 
slump. At this time, the only way open is through 
the flotafton of Government bonds, the proceeds of 
which should be devoted to public works. In this 
way the Government can take up part of the slack 
of unemployment, create a legitimate demand for 
materials and supplies and furnish a substantial im- 
petus to the resumption of normal business activity.” 

With the administration’s policy of encouraging 
the maintenance of wage rates, Dr. Wolman is in thor- 
ough sympathy. But he recognizes that the preser- 
vation of nominal wage rates is not an effective 
means of building up consumer purchasing power 
during a major depression. Nominal wages have 
been widely preserved. But part-time employment, 
shortened hours and general layoffs have made seri- 
ous inroads on labor income. 

The index number of employment, computed by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, had fallen from 100 in 
1926 to 72 in June, 1931; that for payroll totals from

The numerous boards and commissions created by 
the expanding activities of the State have failed, on 
the whole, to meet public expectation. Under the 
appointing method designed to secure them from 
political influence, they have acquired a status which 
not only removes them from control of the Gover- 
nor, but, in a degree, makes them “independent of 
the people.” In a word, these boards and commis-

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nouncing a nice gain in total population, 
shows that our largest metropolis in 493» 
had 25,629 fewer children under 5 years 
of age than in 1920, a decline of 44% per 
cent. And since it is simply impossible 
for population to continue increasing 
when fewer babies are being born, New 
York apparently is not to share the glories 
scheduled for 1951. i 

However, New York is not afone in this 
subversive trend. Missouri's baby crop, 
for instance, fell off 1214 per cent in 
the same decade. Nor is New York’s de- 
cline a sudden development. The birth 
rate there has fallen from 16.04 per 
thousand in 1910 to 11.3 in 1929. Every- 
where the same tendency is visible, lead- 
ing our major statisticians to predict a 
stationary population by 1950, instead of 
the increasing growth Mr. Hoover pro- 
phesies. 

The executive, however, is in distin- 
guished company when he assumes that 
the country’s population gain is to con- 
tinue in future at the same rate as in 
the past. President Lingoln, in his De- 
cember, 1862, message to Congress, also 
peered into the future and reached the 
astounding figure of 251,680,914 as the 
country’s probable census total in 1930. 
He assumed that the average increase 01 
34.6 per cent for the country’s first sev- 
en decades would go on. Instead, it fell 
to 21.5 per cent for the next seven dee- 
ades, and by 1930 had dropped to 16.1, 
with a total of 122,775,046 inhabitants. 
Mr. Hoover went even further than Lin- 
eein by assuming that his hypothetica! 
20,000,000 increase would automatically 
result in providing work for the addi- 
tional citizens. In the light of our pres- 
ent economic setup, it might result mere- 
ly in swelling the number of unemployed.

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CLARIFYING OUR POSITION. 

We have been asked to explain why we oppose the 
operation of the Madison Kennel Club and fail to 
take the same position with regard to the Fairmount 
Jockey Club. The answer is that the one is an out- 
law gambling enterprise and the other is authorized 
and regulated by law. We recognize that gambling 
is inherent in human nature and cannot be stamped 
out by law; therefore, the law should take cognizance 
of it and surround it with such limitations as to 
protect public interest and serve public order. 

The consequences of outlaw gambling inevitably 
are inimical to the good of the state. It can exist 
only by sufferance of public officials, who thereby 
violate their oaths of office and bring public service 
into disrepute. The inference is—and it is an in- 
ference supported by many proved cases—that public 
officials who permit outlaw gambling receive either 
outright bribes or, by political and personal pressure, 
are otherwise induced to wink at law violation. Out- 
law gambling always attracts gunmen, gangsters and 
other vicious characters, whose rough and ready 
services are ever in demand to protect so precari- 
ous an enterprise. 

In the last few years, outlaw gambling rose to the 
status of a large industry in the neighborhood of 
St. Louis, particularly in Madison County. It ranges 


—— 


{from small craps games and handbook joints to such 


elaborate casinos as the Mounds and Biltmore clubs, 
and to the immensely profitable dog tracks. The de- 
pression, however, has put a severe crimp into the 
industry. The Mounds Club is closed, as is the 
Kingshighway Kennel Club, and the Madison Club, 
until the recent opening, held only six days of racing 
this summer. Numerous bombings, murders and 
other crimes are directly attributable to the opera- 
tion of these joints, and they“ have proved them- 
selves a public menace. If it had not been for the 
depression the situation would have been far worse. 

The cities of Europe where gambling is lawful 
and conducted in casinos often publicly owned and 
strictly regulated, have no such grief with gambling 
as We experience. European gambling is not'operat- 


|ed by and for hoodlums, nor is it necessary for op- 


market crashed in 1929. It can be allowed to sink 
to even lower levels during the coming months, or 
its progress can be arrested by the means which Dr. 
Wolman suggests. 

Meanwhile Mr. Hoover’s public building program 
is not a drop in the bucket. He proposes to relieve 
the situation by a vast system of hand-outs to the 
unemployed and their families when the country 
owes them work. 

He said in his speech at Indianapolis months ago 
that “nothing can be gained in the recovery 
of employment by detouring capital away from 
industry and commerce into the Treasury of the 
United States, either by taxes or loans, on the 
assumption that the Government can create more em- 
ployment by use of these funds than can industry 
and commerce itself.” In a day when factories are 
standing idle and when millions of savings go beg- 
ging for borrowers, this familiar dogma about “de- 
touring capital away from industry and commerce” 
seems strikingly anachronistic. Effective public 
action is now the only hope, in the judgment of many 
economists, but it runs counter to the Hoover creed. 
The administration, apparently, would rather weather 
a third winter of depression based on private ini- 
tiative than a winter of recovery induced by Federal 
activity. ; 

The Government of New Zealand is estopped by no 
such impediment. It is planning a vast program of 
highway and land development work, and it has 
adopted a novel method of testing its’ efficacy. All 
unemployed single men will first be drafted upon a 
war-time basis and provided with food, shelter and 
spending money while they are in the Government 
construction camps. If the plan is found satisfactory 
it will be extended to all the unemployed men in 
New Zealand. Having overdrawn its relief funds by 
some $1,120,000, the Unemployment Board has de- 
cided to divert future expenditures into productive 
channels. 
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A SOCK IN THE EYE. 

Three cheers and a tiger! There never was a 
more inane pronunciation fad, anyway. - We refer, 
of course, to “glad-eye-o-lus,” with the accent on the 
“eye.” From Cleveland comes word that all the 
experts at the National Gladiolus Show accented the

teurs. Nobody ever deserved repudiation any more 
than these highhat reformers and they got it where 
they had it coming—right in the eye.

It may be 
the Mayoralty, which displays added charms in the 
shadow of the Caulfield senatorial boom. “I always 
do well here,” His Honor has said in appraisal of 
himself as a political entry, and he may decide to let 
do well do. 

The Becker boom has turned out as might have 
been expected. To carry Missouri next year the Re- 
publicans will have to present strong candidates.

play of all of Missouri’s achievements. 

I wish that I could present to you a 
picture of the needs and accomplishments 
of Missouri’s Government. Mere words can- 
not describe your Government and its vari- 
ous functions, any more than they could 
convey to you an adequate description of 
this fair, with its splendid exhibits. 

We and our fathers have seen Missouri 
grow from a thinly populated frontier 
State, to a mighty commonwealth, a com- 
munity of more than three and a half mil- 
lion souls, She now stands tenth among 
all the states in population, and ranks high 
in the wealth of her natural resources. Dur- 
ing the period of her statehood there has 
been a miraculous development in the mode 
of transportation, in communication, in 
standards of living, in industry, and in agri- 
culture. In all this Missouri has had a 
useful part. The history of the nation is 
replete with the achievements of Missouri's 
sons and daughters, on the battlefield, in 
statesmanship, in literature, in art, in edu- 
cation, in agriculture, and in the marts of 
trade and commerce. Missouri has fur- 
nished many of the leaders of a mighty 
and intelligent people. Her men and wom- 
en have been largely instrumental in mak- 
ing America today the richest, strongest, 
and most idealistic nation in the world.

With such a growth in population, with 
these mighty revolutions in the arts and 
sciences, and in the manners and customs 
of the people, it is necessarily true that the 
demands upon the State Government should 
have increased and multiplied and that the 
functions of State Government should have 
likewise expanded to meet the demands 
of advancing civilization. 

The development of a complex social 
and industrial system has necessitated the 
extension of the functions of the State to 
the maintenance of institufions for the in- 
sane and the afflicted, and for law viola- 
tors. Of these classes there are some 15,000 
in direct charge of the State. It is inter- 
esting to note that this is more than 10 
per cent of what was the entire population 
of the State a hundred years ago. 

The State contributes to the maintenance 
of a vast educational system, including the 
grade and high schools, and various great 
institutions of higher and special educa- 
tion, including the State University, five 
State Teachers’ Colleges, and schools for 
the blind and the deaf. 

It maintains homes for old soldiers, and 
for those suffering from tuberculosis, finds 
homes for dependent children, and regulates 
public utilities; it is bullding and maintain- 
ing a mighty system of highways; it super- 
vises sanitary conditions, and prevents dis- 
ease; it supervises financial institutions, the 
working condition in factories, and the mar- 
keting of farm products; it contributes 
greatly to the development dnd improve- 
ment of agriculture, and even makes pro- 
vision for recreational facilities, 

We may well be proud of the service our 
State has rendered and is rendering in all 
the many activities into which it has en- 
tered. 

We have made tremendous strides in edu- 
eation, and our people have responded gen- 


| WISH that we could have here a dis- 


erously to that great cause. At least 70 
per cent of the State’s general revenues 
were expended in the year 1930 for edu- 
cation; and the last General Assembly made 
provisions whereby it is hoped that every 
child in Missouri shall be assured at least 
eight months’ schooling in every year. 

Our highway building program is a 
gigantic one, and is rap nearing com- 
pletion. By 1937 Missouri will have expend- 
ed for State highway construction the 
enormous sum of $271,000,000. 

The other agencies of State Government 
are functioning efficiently, meeting the ever- 
increasing demands made upon them. 

But while we feel a just pride in our 
great and beautiful State, and in our insti- 
tutions and Government, it is well for us 
to remember that eternal vigilance is the 
price of good government as well as of 
liberty. 

The changing times, the increasing pop- 
ulation, bring ever changing conditions. 
What was sufficient for the need of a quar- 
ter of a century ago may be wholly inade- 
quate and unsuitable today. This is true of 
institutions; it is true of the form of our 
Government. 

Missouri has shown at her best in the 
cause of education, of health, of highway 
building. In these and many other things, 
the men and women of this modern day 
have fully realized their responsibilities. 

But in those age-old functions of society, 
the housing of the insane, and of the law 
violator, we have not done so well: we 
have not maintained a standard in keeping 
with the general growth and progress of 
the State, nor with the advance made in 
other State activities. 

Our penal and eleemosynary institutions 
are well managed, and the fine spirit dis- 
played in the care of the unfortunates com- 
mitted to them is very gratifying. But it is 
becoming rapidly apparent that some pro- 
vision must soon be made for meeting the 
need of more room. The penitentiary and 
insane asylums are very much over-crowd- 
ed. The penitentiary, originally constructed 
to house about 2600, now has within its 
walls over 4000. The situation is becoming 
desperate. I hope that relieving it will be 
recognized as a paramount duty by the 
next General Assembly. It is not a matter 
of increasing taxation to meet this emer- 
gency; it is rather a matter of seeing to it 
that a fair share of the general revenue is 
applied to this purpose, rather than being

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ROME'S PEACE-MARER 
OBSCURE JESUIT PRIEST 


Father Venturi Credited With 
Negotiating Latest Pact of 
Pope and Mussolini. 


— 


| By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Sept. 3.—An _ obscure 
Jesuit scholar who holds the con- 
fidence of both Premier Mussolini 
and Pope Pius XI is the principal 
peace-maker between the Catholic 
church and the Italian state. He is 
father Pietro Tacchi Venturi, 55 
years old, born in Rome, and is 
chiefly responsible for the agree- 
ment just reached on the Catholic 
Action controversy. 

For weeks Father Venturi has 
been going from Premier Mussolini 
in the Palazzo Venetia to Pope 
Pius in the Vatican, carrying of- 
fers and counter offers, objections 
and acceptances, until the accord 
was chiseled out, word by word, 
sentence by sentence. Some times 
his audiences with one or the other 
lasted three hours. 

A simple priest without ecclesi- 
astical rank other than that of his 
priesthood, Father Venturi is noted 
within his order as a historian. Six 
years ago he narrowly escaped as- 
sassination because of his position 
as negotiator in preliminary ex- 
changes between Mussolini and the 
pontiff. 

A man entered his study in a 
Jesuit church and stabbed him in 
the neck, the weapon breaking off 
in tre wound. Father Venturi fell 
and feigned death. The assailant 
fled. 

The priest pulled the plece of 
dagger from his neck, staunched 
the wound with a handkerchief 
and took a taxicab to a hospital, 
where the wound was pronounced 
superficial. 

Father Venturi has known Mus- 
solini personally for many vears. 
He became a negotiator between 
the Premier and the Pope the first 
time when the Government  ac- 
quired the Chigi Palace, where un- 
til last year the Premier had his 
office. 

The Pope then was worried about 
the fate of the famous library in 
the palace. He wanted to purchase 
it for the Vatican. Hearing that 
the priest knew Mussolini well, the 
| Pope asked him to undertake the 
(purchase. Mussolini said: “I won't 
isell the Chigi Library to the Pope, 
but I will give it to him.” 

Since the fortunate outcome of 
that mission, Pope Pius has used 
Father Venturi whenever it became 
necessary to deal directly with the 
Premier. 

Actual negotiation of the Lateran 
Treaty was carried on by Cardinal 
Pacelll, Papal Secretary of State. 
But Father Venturi negotiated with 
Dino Grandi, now Italian Foreign 
Minister. 
| For years Father Venturi was 
| Secre -tary-General of the Curia of 
‘the Society of Jesus. For some time 
he has been working on a history 
of the Jesuit order in Italy. Three

FALL OFF AFTER GAIN IN JUNE 


Shipments for July Less Than Half 
Preceding Month; Other Re- 
ports on Foreign Trade. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—Rus- 
sian purchases in America, which 
jumped 50 per cent in June, fell 


off again in July. The total for 

the latter month, $5,502,378, was 

less than half the June figure. 
June shipments to the _ Soviet 


agricultural implements and power 
house units needed in the indus- 
trialization of the country. During 
July this type of shipment was 
small. Russia took $12,618,056 
worth of American goods in June, 
showing an increase for the first 
time in many months. The July 
total of $5,502,378, compared with

British India, China, Japan and the 
British city of Hongkong, increased 
their purchases in this country 
materially, the Far Eastern division 
of the department attributing the 
rise to the low price of American 
cotton.

FINDS MAN'S PRIME 
LASTS FOR 20 YEARS 


Public Health Service Says 
Strength Is at Best From 
30 to 50. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—A man’s 


“prime” as far as physical strengtn 
is concerned lasts about 20 years, 
the U. S. Public Health Service has 
decided. 

Men of 50 in normal. health are 

as strong, on the average, as they 
woth at 30, according to tests re- 
ported in the Public Health Bulle- 
tin. A man’s physical powers reach 
their maximum at the age of 30 
and remain fairly constant until 
50, when they begin to decrease. 

Strength was measured by tests 
of push, pull, lift, grip and lung 
force. Lung fatigue, measured by 
the amount of time a column of 
mercury could be held at a certain 
height with one breath, was found 
to vary little between the ages of 
15 and 6560, 

The human body seems to be 
better equipped for pushing than 
pulling, the tests reveal. Pulling 
strength starts at about 60 pounds 
for 15-year-old boys and _ “rises 
steadily until the age of 30. Push- 
ing strength begins at 70 pounds 
at age 15 and increases in the same 
ratio. 

The Public Health tests also re- 
veal that the heaviest man is not 
necessarily the strongest and most 
enduring.

Beyond the 170-pound mark, 
however, the relationship between 
weight and strength becomes er- 
ratic. 

That strength decreases with 
height in each weight group was 
another discovery.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
today authorized railroads through- 
out the country to put into effect a 
general upward revision of freight 
rates on furniture.
